Continuation of 13. Other: the following examiner's explanation was not warranted since new issues have been raised, but examiner is 
kindly assisting applicant understand examiner's interpretation of the claims: 

1) the address module limitation does not recite what a list comprises of nor if the subscriber identifications is the transmitting subscriber 
or an addresee and therefore is broad enough to be read as Goldberg's plurality of lists(col.9 lines 5-12), each list is created by a 
subscriber. Furthermore since the term "subscriber" is not defined, Goldberg's recipients is interpreted as subscribers since they all are 
part of the same messaging system(col.3 lines 18-21; dedicated connection). 

2) It is clear that Goldberg teaches a receiving module to receive a spoken message along with the transmitting subsciber's ID(col.4 
lines 50-60 and col. 5 lines 20-31). 

3) Regarding the reply module, the messaging system(Fig.l) of Goldberg is a reply module, it receives a reply from addressee's side of 
the messaging system, it is noted that "addressee" is not defined as a person and therefore the reply could be from the same messaging 
system as long as it is in response to the transmitting message(col.7 lines 1-12). 

Examiner, separately notes that after briefly reviewing applicant's specification, there appears to be several novel aspects that could be 
brought out from the specification and into the claims to help move the case forward.
